•can was captured by the Americans this 
afternoon after three hours' fighting. 
Gen. Otis commanded the troops and 
-was .assisted by the gunboat Concord, 
the monitor Monadnock. and a line of

"The American flag was hoisted over 


-;the city at 5:30. At 2:30 the monitor 
iMonaclnock and gunboat Concord began 
••throwing their shells into" the town, do- 
ling great damage.-. The Sixth artillery 
division and the Utah' battery opened 
fire on the Philippine 'intrenchments, 
and at 4 Gen. Otis'entire brigade with 
the exception of the Tenth Pennsylvania, 
wnicb. was held in reserve, began to ad- 
yan'ce. The insurgents kept up a ratt- 


' ling fire on our lines, but the American 
ftroops advanced to the wojds on • the 
' ileft.and across the open field without 


stopping to fire, only when they reached 
the enemy's entrenchments, completely 
routing the Philippines, who fled like 
;sheep toward the north. 'The residence 
•of an Englishman was the only house 
in town that had a flagstaff, This -was 
-.borrowed and the American flag run up 
Bmid tremendous cheering. 
As the 


Twentieth Kansas and First Montana 
entered the town they fired a number of 
liuts in which some natives concealed 
themselves for the purpose of firing on 
the troops. The casualties among the 
enemy are very heavy-being chiefly in- 
flicted by shrapnel

<Jefeat the town would be burned. 


The transport Francisco Ryes 
ar- 


rived January 9 with 500 Filipinos sol- 
diers, who were allowed to land with- 
out Interference. Altogether 1,500 sol- 
diers have been landed in this manner

The destructive fires, at Prairie du 


Chien and Edgerton should teach panes, 
ville people a lesson in the importance 
of guarding... against blazes during the 
cold snap. In spite of all that toe 
Water Company and Chief Spencer's 
men can do, some hydrants will freeze, 
thus reducing the fire protection. 
In 


addition to this danger, the fact that 
the intense cold hampers firemen very 
materially, must be considered. "An 
ounce of prevention is worth, a pound of 
. cure," and householders; should see that 


the chimney flues,.etc/, are all in perfect 
condition.' ^ When .stoves' ;and furnaces 
are crowded to; -their fullest capacity, 
flues, that did the work under ordinary 
circumstances, •CEihnot be trusted. Lool 
them all over, and;it they need fixing 
have them .fixed—it is easier to do tha 
now than to rebuild later.-'

cal engine ready for immediate service 
"When hydrants are frozen, we have 
nothing to fall back op; The fire de 
partment can reach any box in the city 
inside of five minutes, day or night, bu 
can do nothing on their arrival unless 
they can get water. A chemical engin 
would be capable of extinguishing any 
dwelling house fire without the use of a 
drop of water. The value of chemicals 
is 'shown by'the efficiency of the smal 
.extinguishers on the fire patrol. 


But as.we bane no chemical engine 


;and must,depend upon water,, all care 
should be taken to make the use of the 
fire apparatus ;unnecessary—both 
citizens and officials.

BICYCLES ARE NOT VEHICLES 


So Says a'Memucr of the Legislature' 


l)Ut Others Think Differently 


A bill introduced in the state assembly 


this week by Mr. Guth, and referred to 
the committee on roads and bridges 
takes bicycles, unicycles, tricycles and 
tandems out of the class of'vehicles, and 
by so doing cuts off their right-of-the 
way on the road. 


Wheelmen hereabouts are not afraid 


that this measure will ever become a 
law, as it is too manifestly unjust to re- 
ceive the sanction of the legislature. 
But even if it should pass there is every 
confidence that such a law would be de- 
clared void by the supreme court. 


"Bicycles are vehicles in every sense 


of the word," said a leading Janesville 
attorney'this morning, "and no law the 
legislature'chooses to pass cantake them 
out of that category. It would be quite 
as competent for the legislature to enact 
that a sulky is not a vehicle, or that a 
farmers' wagon is not entitled to the 
privileges of the road, or that a horse is 
not a four-legged animal. I do not 
think the bill will ever become a law. If 
it passes the legislature the supaeme 
court, would make short work of it 
-would kick it out of the back door of 
the court, so quickly, that it would 
make your head swim."
